STILL FACING 

EXTRADITION 

Handing supporter to Portuguese 'abuse of power' court told 


THE extradition of a 
England football fan convict¬ 
ed in Portugal of taking part 
in a riot would be “an abuse 
of power”, a court has heard. 

City of Westminster Magistrates 
Court was told the Portuguese author¬ 
ities want to bring former firefighter 
Garry Mann, from Faversham, back 
to their country because he did not 
serve a prison term in England. 

Melanie Cumberland, representing 
the Portuguese authorities, said the 
request had been made in the appro¬ 
priate manner but the presiding judge 
reserved his decision and renewed Mr 
Mann’s conditional bail.

This means the case is still ongoing 
and a decision will be made in the 
future. 

Mr Mann, 51, was given a two-year 
jail term for football-related violence 
in the Algarve resort of Albufeira after 
the Euro 2004 tournament. 

His counsel, Anthony Metzer, said it 
was understood by both Mr Mann and 
British football intelligence officers 
that he would not have to serve the 
sentence in Portugal or England, as 
long as he agreed to leave Portugal for 
one year. 

He told Senior District Judge 
Timothy Workman there had been a 


retrospective decision to extradite him. 

But he told the hearing it would be 
“an abuse of executive power” if his 
client were extradited to serve a jail 
term after what he called an “unfair” 
trial in Portugal. 

Mr Mann claims he was arrested a 
mile away from the scene and three 
hours afterwards. 

But Miss Cumberland said that 
according to Portuguese police he was 
held at the scene where he threw a 
bottle at officers and told other people 
to charge against them. 

She said: “It’s clear that he was 
arrested red-handed. 

“The defendant has been convicted

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Food network 
leads us back 
to the land

AN INNOVATIVE project 
exploring the benefits of 
local food to the community 
and economy of Faversham 
has been launched. 

The Mapping Local Food Webs 
project, part of the Campaign to 
Protect Rural England, will help 
map local food networks. 

These illustrate where food first 
comes from and how it arrives on the 
table, bringing together local con¬ 
sumers and producers so people are 
encouraged to shop and buy foods 
grown or reared nearby. 

The initial pilot schemes in the 
nationwide project were tried out 
earlier this year in Hastings, 

Sheffield, Totnes and Leicester. 

Faversham is one of 24 places iden¬ 
tified for a second wave of projects 
and experts say it has excellent cre¬ 
dentials because of Kent’s excellent 
farmland, fishing grounds, orchards 
and hop gardens. 

Livestock will also form part of the 
scheme, which has broad support 
among farmers. 

The intention is to boost the profits 
of local companies and farms while 
cutting down on the need to trans¬ 
port perishable goods across large 
distances. 

The project is supported by Big 
Lottery funding and aims to recon¬ 
nect people with the land and local 
produce through community enter¬ 
prise. 

In addition, it has garnered the 
support of community groups and 
Swale Friends of the Earth. 

Spokesman Jonathan Richardson 
said: “Swale FoE welcomes this 
opportunity. We are excited about 
getting involved in this.” 

The project reflects a recent trend 
among consumers for seeking out

locally sourced food, both in terms of 
financial and ethical standards. 

Karen Gardham, CPRE’s South 
East co-ordinator for the project, 
said: “Getting the community 
involved and making the most of 
local knowledge are central to the 
project. 

“This is a fantastic opportunity to 
develop and strengthen links in the 
local food network, including those 
between producers, suppliers and 
retailers.” 

As well as stores and restaurants, 
farmers’ markets, home producers 
and allotment holders, along with 
distributors, are encouraged to take 
part.

TOWN councillors have vowed to 
fight to keep the last train from 
Faversham to London as it now 
stands. 

Proposals have been put forward by 
Southeastern Trains as a new timetable is 
finalised to take account of the running of the 
new high-speed 140mph Javelin trains. 

However, the town council has pledged to do 
it all it can to keep its late night service to the 
capital, which has a last train departing at 
11.42pm. 

A meeting in the Guildhall was told the serv¬ 
ice was particularly popular with night workers 
and was also used by day-trippers visiting the 
coast and was of economic benefit to the Thanet 
resorts, including Ramsgate where it sets out 
from. 

Proposals by the rail company include a new 
service leaving Faversham at 11.52pm and 
stopping at all stations before terminating at 
Gillingham. 

Connections to London would then be possi¬ 
ble if very late night services were running, but 
the journey time would be almost doubled. 

Town councillors want the Gillingham train 
to run all the way into London. 

The following proposal was agreed upon: 
“Faversham town council asks to have the have 
the last Faversham-London train kept at its 
approximate departure time by extending the 
proposed 23.52 Faversham-Gillingham service 
as far as London.” 


Travellers from the town face a cutting of 
other services with the number of trains into 
Victoria at off-peak times halved and some 
services into Cannon Street cut. 

Some services which were semi-fast will now 
have their journey times increased by up to ten 
minutes as they make additional stops along 
the route. 

Faversham MP Hugh Robertson is aware of 


Southeastern’s proposals and the council’s 
response, and they have also been submitted to 
the regeneration team at Swale council, as well 
as various railway bodies. 

A Southeastern official said the views of all 
parties were being taken into consideration. 

The new timetable will come into operation 
when the high-speed Javelin trains become 
fully operational in December. 


Patient awaiting 
surgery leaves to 
attend court date

A MAN accused of driving while banned 
suddenly remembered he was due in 
court while he was awaiting a major 
operation. 

Paul Devine, 32, of Prestfield Road, 
Gillingham, disconnected his drip at 
Medway Maritime Hospital and 
headed off the eight miles to 
Sittingbourne Magistrates Court where 
he was due to answer driving while 
disqualified charges - and nobody knew 
he had gone. 

He turned up at the court on Friday 
with a cannula still attached to his left 
arm to admit driving a seven-a-half- 
tonne truck in Iwade without a licence 
and using a mobile phone while driving. 

Ward staff at the hospital only realised 
he was gone when probation officers con¬ 
tacted them about his health problems. 

Banned 

Geoff Playford, defending, said: “They 
thought he’d gone out for a cigarette. He 
told me he’d discharged himself to come 
to court. 

“He didn’t say anything about an oper¬ 
ation. He is due on the operating table in 
two hours time.” 

Devine managed to walk from the hos¬ 
pital to Gillingham train station with the 
medical catheter hanging from his arm. 

The court was told Devine drove the 
truck as a favour for a friend and didn’t 
realise he was banned from driving and 
so had no insurance. 

He used the mobile phone to make a 
panic call to his mate when he realised 
police were following him. 

The case was adjourned for three 
weeks so Devine can recover from the 
effects of his operation.

in his presence by a competent 

court.” 

Miss Cumberland also said the 
Portuguese minister of justice pre¬ 
pared a note in June 2004 that said 
a request for extradition could be 
made if Mr Mann did not serve the 
sentence in England. 

His solicitor, Look-Chi Wang, 
said: “It would be a travesty if after 
a period of five years Garry is 
returned to Portugal to serve a sen¬ 
tence for a crime he did not com¬ 
mit. 

“The object of the European 
arrest warrant is to facilitate the 
quick return of fugitives, but this 
has to be balanced with issues of 
human rights.” 

Faversham and Mid Kent MP 
Hugh Robertson said: “Having 
looked at Garry Mann’s case in 
some detail over the years, I have 
real doubts about whether the cor¬ 
rect and just verdict was reached. 

“In addition, the case poses some 
real questions about the operation 
of the European arrest warrant.” 

After the hearing, Mr Mann said: 
“All I can say is we’ve put our case, 
it’s down the justice of this coun¬ 
try.”

The festival celebrates more than 
1,000 years of apple-grow¬ 
ing history and culture in 
the British Isles. 

There are more than 
2,000 varieties of apple in 
the collection and there 
will be some 200 varieties 
on display and for tasting. 

Bramley’s Seedling, 

Ribston Pippin and Cox's 
Orange Pippin are among 
the varieties to be fea¬ 
tured. 

Other events include 
fruit identification, guided orchard 
tours on foot or by tractor and trailer, 
live music and cooking demonstra¬ 
tions with Kent chef Scott Anderson. 

Plant hunter Tom Hart Dyke, 
whose World Garden in the grounds 
of Lullingstone Castle was conceived 
when he was held captive by guerillas 


in the jungles of Central America, will 
also be giving a talk about his experi¬ 
ences. 

In 2000, Mr Hart Dyke was kid¬ 
napped by suspected members of the 
rebel FARC group in the Darien Gap, 
which is between Panama 
and Colombia, while look¬ 
ing for rare orchids - a 
plant for which he has a 
particular passion. 

He and his travel com¬ 
panion were held captive 
for nine months and 
threatened with death.

Murder charge denied in 
alleyway stabbing case 

A TEENAGER accused of stabbing a man to 
death in a Canterbuiy alley has denied 
murder. 

Ikikibiya Manuel has been charged with 
killing 26-year-old Luke Brocklebank, who 
was found in a grassy alley on the estate 
behind Stuny Road on April 16. 

Mr Brocklebank was airlifted to the Royal 
London Hospital in Whitechapel, east 
London, but died soon afterwards. 

Manuel, 19, of Camberwell, south London, 
has been remanded in custody until his trial 
on November 16.

A CONTROVERSIAL block of flats has 
been granted permission in Heme Bay to 
the disgust of neighbours.

Brewery bosses to raise 
glass to bumper harvest

BREWERS say this will be a good 
year for beer after a bumper har¬ 
vest of hops and barley 

Bosses at Shepherd Neame in Faversham 
are confident of a good return thanks to 
extremely favourable weather conditions. 

The crop will be used in the brewer’s full 
range of beers, with the first available to be 
consumed at the beginning of the autumn. 

Senior brewer Stewart Main said: “The 
weather has been perfect; from the rain in 
spring which promoted good growth early on, 
to the hot dry months we’ve enjoyed so far this 
summer. This spells good news for us, as a 
quality crop means a quality beer.” 

Kent is an ideal place for hop growing with its 
warm climate and fertile, chalk-drained clay soil. 

Winter barley is planted in October and com¬ 
bine harvesters have already started bringing 
in this year’s barley harvest, with the hop har¬ 
vest due in late August and early September. 

Brewing experts are responsible for checking 
the quality of the crops and inspect them 
throughout the year. 

‘We visit the farmers’ fields quite early on to 
get an idea of how they are doing,” said Mr Main. 

“Just before the barley harvest we have a 
field-walk with the farmer and maltster, look¬ 
ing at the barley and how well it has grown.” 

The barley is harvested from 2,500 acres of 
farmland, which would cover 954 football 
pitches, then malted in large kilns. 

Shepherd Neame uses 6,000 tonnes of malt¬ 
ed barley every year to brew its beers. 


Hop-walks are also carried out before the 
harvest by the brewers. 

We check the bines for the quality of the hop 
cones, which are normally out by mid August. 
These are the female parts of the plant which 
are used to add bitterness and flavour to the 
beer,” said Mr Main. 

After harvest, the picked hop flowers are sent 
to oast houses where they are dried and cooled 
in readiness for brewing. 

The dried hops are carefully inspected by 
Shepherd Neame expert brewers, who check 


for any signs of damage, as well as assessing 
the aroma by rubbing the hops. 

“The more bitter the hop, the less we will 
have to use when brewing,” added Mr Main. 

“Once we know this, we can adjust our brew¬ 
ing process to ensure the final product tastes 
as it should.” 

When the hops have passed the quality tests, 
they are compressed into pellet form, which 
keep for longer and are easier to store, with the 
first ales of the new harvest brewed as soon as 
September.

High numbers of drinkers 

ANGER at drunken behaviour is higher than 
average in the Canterbmy district, according 
to a national survey. 

The Place Survey, which gathers views 
from all council districts, reveals five per cent 
more people in Canterbury, Whitstable and 
Heme Bay think drunk and rowdy behaviour 
is a problem than the national average. It also 
indicates 56 per cent of people feel the offend¬ 
ers belong to their immediate neighbourhood, 
compared to 62 per cent nationally. 

According to the poll, released last week, peo¬ 
ple treating not each other with respect and 
consideration is a problem, and more people 
think parents do not take enough responsibili¬ 
ty. But more people think social integration in 
the district is good, with 82 per cent agreeing 
people from different backgrounds get on well. 

Despite the perceived drunken rowdiness, 
only an average number of respondants think 
anti-social behaviour in general is a problem.

Exhibition opens the

FOLLOWING the recent celebration of Louis 
Bleriot’s first flight across the Channel, a pho¬ 
tographic exhibition on other commemorative 
projects surrounding the event will be dis¬ 
played on Sheppey. 

The exhibition will be held at The Gateway 
Centre in Queenborough and will include 
sound and drama projects, and photographic 
workshops. 

Some of the arts and cultural activities 
staged recently have been aimed at training 
people in photographic skills in order to pro¬ 
vide an exhibition of their work. 

The exhibition, which will take place on 
Sunday from 10.30am until 1.30pm, will cover 
photographs of the participants and the 
drama workshops carried out with the 
National Youth Theatre, alongside archive 
material and film. 

Aviator Louis Bleriot flew across the English 
Channel and landed close to Dover on July 25, 
1909. The end of last month saw a series of 
anniversary events - including a crossing in a 
rebuilt version of his original aircraft which 
arrived in the UK at the second attempt with 
Swedish pilot Mikael Carlson at the controls. 

His first attempt had been postponed 
because of high winds in France. 

Other historic aircraft, including a 
Lancaster bomber, also flew across east Kent 
during the event.

Can you tell us a little about yourself? 


A I’m 21 and was bom in Maidstone. I went 
to Maidstone Girls’ Grammar and am now 
studying English at Loughborough University. 

Q You're back home for the summer break. What made 
you decide to volunteer with Macmillan Cancer 
Support? 

A I’ve done a lot of fundraising in the past so 
have always been interested in the charity 
sector. With more than two million people liv¬ 
ing with cancer, it’s something which affects 
everyone’s lives so I am proud to help 
Macmillan, which provides invaluable support 
to so many. 

Macmillan’s internship offers experience in 
areas such as PR, marketing and events man¬ 
agement, which is invaluable in a competitive 
job market. 

Q Did the recession influence your decision to volunteer 
rather than look for paid work? 

A Definitely. Before the recession I had some 
fanciful idea that I would easily find a paid 
placement over the summer; gaining work 
experience while paying off debts. 

It soon became clear it wasn’t going to be 
quite so straightforward and this forced me to 
question what my priorities were. I chose the 
unpaid internship, but in a role I feel is giving 
me REAL work experience, I like to consider it 
as a long-term investment. 


Q 


What role have you taken on with Macmillan? 


A lt’s my job to project-manage Macmillan’s 
flagship event the World’s Biggest Coffee 
Morning within Kent. I have to publicise the 
event throughout the county, encourage as 
much of Kent to get involved as I can and 
ensure Macmillan raises as much money as 
possible, even if that involves dressing up as a 
giant coffee mug. 

So far the role has taken me to some inter¬ 
esting places including a barbecue at 
Dungeness power station. One of my main 
objectives is to inform people just how much 
Macmillan does on a local level and the serv¬ 
ice it provide other than the famous nurses. 

For example, last year Macmillan provided 
more than £230,000 of grants in Kent alone, to 
help with things such as travel expenses to 
and from hospital, or more unusual items such 
as a fishing rod and wedding dress. 

Q Why is the World's Biggest Coffee Morning so impor¬ 
tant? 

A lt is now in its 19th year and is Macmillan’s 
biggest national event, raising £7.5 million 
in 2008. This year the theme for coffee morn¬ 
ings is ‘feel good’ and, despite the economic cli¬ 
mate, we are aiming even higher and hope to 
raise £230,000 in Kent. Macmillan is about 80 
per cent of the way to reaching the £1 million it 
needs to raise for the new Macmillan Cancer 
Unit at Medway Maritime Hospital.

How can people and companies get involved? 


A lt couldn’t be simpler - which is the beau¬ 
ty of the coffee mornings. Just call the hot¬ 
line on 0845 602 1246 or register online at 
www.macmillan.org.uk/coffee and we’ll send 
an information pack with everything you 
could possibly want to host your own event. 

All you need to supply is a cup, a kettle, 
preferably some cake and it also helps if you 
have one or two friends, but imaginary ones 
will do as long as they make a donation. 

What do you hope to do after completing your studies? 

A Career-wise, I’m not sure yet. Events man¬ 
agement has always been something I’ve 
been interested in, but I also really enjoy writ¬ 
ing, so perhaps journalism. I can put off deci¬ 
sion making for a bit longer as I intend to go 
travelling once I finish my degree.

Michelle loses brave 
18 -year cancer battle 


Plastic cups to 
combat threat 
of glass and 
bottle attacks

A MOTHER-of-one has died after 
an 18-year battle with skin cancer. 

Michelle Borrett, 38, from Walderslade, died 
on Monday last week. She leaves behind hus¬ 
band Gary and eight-year-old daughter Grace. 

A touching statement released by the family 
reads: “Michelle was wife and best friend to 
Gary, mother to Grace, daughter of Bob and 
Margaret, sister of Nicky and James, sister-in- 
law to Paul and Nic, auntie to Arne and Jake, 
daughter-in-law to Barbara and Roy, and 
friend, adviser and confidant to all who knew 
and loved her. 

“She was one of the kindest, most selfless, 
helpful and just plain lovely people you could 
ever wish to know.” 

Michelle was first diagnosed with malignant 
melanoma at the age of 21 after doctors told 
her a small mole on her lower back was can¬ 
cerous. Surgeons removed the mole and regu¬ 
lar check-ups showed no sign of the cancer 
having spread. Michelle married bank col¬ 
league Gary in 1999 and gave birth to daugh¬ 
ter Grace two years later. 

Just before Grace’s fourth birthday in 2005, 
the young mum found a lump in her groin and 
investigations revealed the cancer had 
returned. Once again, Michelle underwent 
painful surgery to have the lump removed. 
Three years later a routine scan identified 
abnormal cells in her lung. 

Surgeons removed the cells but the cancer 
spread once again, reaching her brain in June 
this year. Michelle’s family said it was her 
wish to raise awareness of the dangers of the 
sun and malignant melanoma, and handed 
this paper a moving article written by 


Michelle in 2006. In it she revealed how devas¬ 
tated she was to hear the cancer had returned. 

She wrote: “I was so shocked. I’d come to the 
hospital on my own. I went round to mum’s. 
‘What am I going to do about Grace,’ I wept. ‘I 
just want to be here for my little girl.’ 

“Mum held me tightly and burst into tears 
too. We just clung to each other.” 

She goes on to urge others to protect them¬ 
selves against the sun. 

Michelle wrote: “I just want people to learn 
from reading my story that the sun is a dan¬ 
gerous thing. When the sun comes out, people 
in this country go mad for it and sit out for as 


long as they can. But people need to cover up 
and wear sunscreen - or else it could happen 
to them. Thirteen years after I had my mole 
removed, it came back to haunt me. I dis¬ 
missed it as ‘just a mole.’ Don’t anyone else do 
the same. It’s a matter of life or death.”

A CRACKDOWN on glass and bottle 
attacks could lead to more pubs serving 
drinks in plastic cups. 

Between May 1 and July 9, there were 50 
such attacks in Kent, accounting for 41 per 
cent of offences that fall under the violent 
knife crime category. 

Kent Police are in discussions with the 
industry to see how it can reduce the num¬ 
ber of glass attacks, with plastic cups and 
bottles an obvious solution. 

Chief Inspector Lee Russell said: “We 
would encourage the use of plastic cups 
within pubs and clubs, even though we 
accept that the vast majority of people go 
out to enjoy themselves and not to smash a 
glass or bottle over someone’s head. 

“There have been conversations about 
this for a long time and it usually comes 
down to cost.” 

He said that while plastic cups may 
prove unpopular at first, he was confident 
people would soon get used to them: “It’s a 
cultural issue that many people prefer 
drinks in glasses.” 

“But many will already be familiar with 
plastic containers that are used at music 
events, for example.” 

The issue of glass attacks was brought up 
during a presentation by Ch Insp Russell 
at a Kent Police Authority meeting. 

But Phil Thorley, operations director of 
the Broadstairs-based Thorley Taverns 
chain, said that while plastic containers 
were suitable on occasions such as outdoor 
events, they were not necessary inside the 
majority of premises. 

He said: “Pubs are generally very safe 
places to enjoy alcohol and if they are well- 
managed and well-run, there is little need 
to replace glasses with plastic containers.”

Award Winning Company 
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Maidstone makes it in 
to Grand National mix

HE WAS once dubbed “the worst 
racehorse in history” - now a steed 
named after our county town has 
made a little history after becom¬ 
ing the youngest to qualify for the 
world’s most famous steeplechase, 
the Grand National. 

And given his name, bookies are bracing 
themselves for a rush of wagers on the horse if 
he eventually lines up in the showcase steeple¬ 
chase at Aintree. 

Four-year-old Maidstone Mixture clinched 
the chance to line-up before a global TV audi¬ 
ence of millions with a win in a recent qualify¬ 
ing event. In doing so he achieved the blend of 
height, weight, ratings and race wins required. 

However, don’t start planning that flutter 
just yet. His well-known owners don’t intend 
to enter him for the race for another few years. 

Maidstone Mixture is owned by millionaires 
Fergus and Judith Wilson - the former teach¬ 
ers who shot to fame after leaving the class¬ 
room to dabble in property. Their wheeling and 
dealing has made them one of the nation’s 
wealthiest couples, with a portfolio of hun¬ 
dreds of homes across the county. 

They’ve already entered runners into the 
Grand National in the past, but this one is 
particularly special to them. 

After a poor performance in the Derby last 
year the stallion was referred to as the “worst 
racehorse in history” by racing pundits. 

Mr Wilson, who owns around 30 horses in 
total, told our sister paper Kent on Saturday: 
“Most horses that race in the Grand National 


are about nine years old, so it is quite an 
achievement to already meet the minimum 
qualification. 

“When he ran in the Derby, someone said he 
was the worst race horse ever, but I think he 
meant in the race that day. 

“But clearly, he was not the worst, as he has 
won a couple of races.” 

He said the horse’s popularity has shot up in 
the last few months. 


“The people of Maidstone all have a stake in 
his name,” he said. 

Earlier this year, one of Mr Wilson’s horses, 
Cerium, was given odds of 500-1 before run¬ 
ning in the Grand National. He eventually fin¬ 
ished fifth. Winning the big race has long been 
a dream of Mr Wilson’s, but he remains 
grounded about Maidstone Mixture’s chances. 

“I have to be realistic, he is not the best horse 
in the world, but far from the worst,” he said.

Friends and family 
say goodbye to 
tragic racer Henry 

THE tragically short and thrilling life of 
Formula Two racer Henry Surtees was cel¬ 
ebrated in a moving church service on 
Thursday. 

Family and friends recalled the huge 
smile, hugs and affection of the 18-year-old 
from Edenbridge who died in a freak acci¬ 
dent while competing in the Formula Two 
Championship at Brands Hatch two weeks 
ago. He was struck on the head by a wheel 
from another car while travelling at 
120mph. 

Among more than 400 mourners were 
Formula One legend Nigel Mansell, 
Williams team co-founder Patrick Head 
and Lewis Hamilton’s father Anthony. 

Mr Surtees had been tipped as one of 
motorsport’s brightest talents. He was the 
son of John Surtees - the only man to have 
won world titles on both two and four 
wheels. 

The service took place at Worth Abbey 
near Crawley - close to the school where he 
so recently completed his A-Levels. 

The congregation listened in tearful 
silence as Henry’s sisters Edwina and 
Leonora did readings and other family 
members recalled his achievements as a 
motoring star of the future. 

The end of the service saw his remains 
leave for a private burial with his team hel¬ 
met placed on top of the coffin.

Have we made a habit of 
accepting the raw deal? 


A MAJOR change in drug policing 
has been suggested by a leading 
think-tank and it’s one which pro¬ 
ponents of “zero tolerance” might 
find distinctly unpalatable. 

The report, by the UK Drug Policy 
Commission, suggests that busting dealers 
and seizing their stash may not be the best 
way to deal with the growing issue of drugs. 

Cocaine use has risen massively over the 
last few years and politicians are beginning to 
admit the current approach to drug enforce¬ 
ment is not working. 

So instead of focusing simply on enforcing 
the law to the letter, the think-tank suggests a 
system which aims to minimise harm caused 
by the illegal drugs trade. 

This throws up some interesting and highly 
controversial scenarios. 

Arresting dealers has got to be the right 


thing to do, hasn’t it? Not necessarily accord¬ 
ing to the report, at least in terms of minimis¬ 
ing harm to the community. 

It argues that removing a well-established 
drug lord from an area could spark a violent 
turf war as rivals seek to fill the vacuum. 

This leads to more deaths and violence on 
the street, which would have a more serious 
effect on the people living in the area than if 
the illegal trade had been allowed to continue 
unmolested. 

And the final victor of the violent turf war 
may be even more ruthless and brutal than 
his predecessor. 

So what would the police do instead? 

The think-tank suggests moving the prob¬ 
lem away from residential areas where chil¬ 
dren play, and on to industrial estates and less 
frequented parts of a town, minimising the 
damage to communities. 

That’s as may be, but I can’t see business 
owners being that thrilled with the prospect of 


drug deals happening on their doorsteps. 

But maybe this is the lesser of two evils? 

And here I think is the point. The very fact 
that this report has been written suggests that 
it has come down to a choice between two pret¬ 
ty unsavoury options. 

Either continue business as usual, and 
watch drug use rise and risk increased street 
violence and its consequences, or attempt to 
manipulate the situation which involves some 
criminals literally getting away with it. 

It’s hardly an encouraging position is it? Yet 
it’s good that these issues are at least being 
talked about and it’s clear the problem of ille¬ 
gal drugs has no simple solution.

The genealogist 
talks about her 
family history firm, 
Orchard Research, 
and why people are 
so fascinated with 
finding out about 
their family's past 



TALK TIME 

KIM COOK 


How did you first get into studying family history? 

I've always been interested in people, their likes and dis¬ 
likes, background and foibles, but my own family were an 
unsentimental lot, who never spoke about the past. 

I was about 12 when, in London, I noticed a parade of 
shops with my mother's family name above the doors, and 
was amazed when she said the shops had belonged to my 
grandfather. No-one had ever mentioned this before. 
Intrigued, I set out to find out more about him, asking 
everyone who had known him lots of guestions, it just 
took off from there. 

Why do you think people have the desire to dig into 
their family's past? 

It probably reflects the changes in society. Social mobili¬ 
ty, leading to the break-up of the extended family, and the 
insecurities of war and recession, have all led to people 
feeling increasingly adrift. Knowing where your ancestors 
came from gives a sense of security and belonging. 

What information do you need to have to find out 
about your family history? 

What is needed is access to primary (ie original) sources 
relating to the area your ancestors came from. If you have 
Kentish ancestors, there's a wealth of information in the 
County Record Offices at Maidstone and Strood and in 
libraries. However, where the original records have not 
been filmed, you still need to travel to the area you're 
researching, or get a professional to do the research for 
you. Orchard also offers this professional service.

Starry-eyed

Legendary folk icon is still going aged 70

JULIE FELIX ^ 

Saturday, August 8

CALIFORNIAN singer-song- 
writer Julie Felix became a 
folk icon when she arrived 
in Britain in the 60s. 

She became the first solo folk artist 
to be signed by a major British record 
label and was truly taken to the heart 
of her adopted nation. 

At the age of 71, she has enjoyed a 
career that spans five decades and 
still commands a loyal following. 

This weekend she visits Kent to 
showcase the songs that have made 
her such a successful artist. 

Felix arrived in Britain in 1964, 
having hitchhiked through Europe 
with her guitar. Before long she 
had made history by signing with 
influential record label Decca and 
later became the first British-based 
folk singer to perform at the Royal 
Albert Hall. 

Colour 

As resident singer on The Frost 
Report, she impressed television 
bosses enough to land her own BBC 
series, the Corporation’s first to be 
broadcast in colour. 

Her admiration for the work of Bob 
Dylan became apparent very early in 
her career, with a cover of When The 
Ship Comes In featuring on her sec¬ 
ond album. 

She followed this with another 
record, Julie Felix Sings Bob Dylan 
& Woody Guthrie, and would 
release another album of his tracks 
in 2002, called Starry Eyed and 
Laughing. 

During the 70s she had more 
success while signed to legendary 
producer Mickie Most’s RAK label. 
But the 80s would see Felix taking 
a break from the music industry 
for a few years and returning to her 
native California. 

Several years later, she returned to 
music after witnessing the injustices 
suffered by the indigenous people of 
Central America and felt inspired to 
write and sing again. 

Although she spends most of her 
time in Britain, she also has a home 
in California. 

But touring has always been a big 


part of her life and she still enjoys the 
magic that comes with performing 
live on stage in front of appreciative 
audiences. 

In June last year she celebrated her 
70th birthday with a sell-out gig at 


Gateshead’s Sage Theatre and her 
subsequent tour of Ireland also sold 
out every venue. 

The performance starts at 7.30pm.

Denzel's weighty role is 
not what doctor ordered

ACTOR Denzel Washington has 
managed to stay under the radar 
for more than a year. 

Since the release of American Gangster and 
The Great Debaters in 2007, the Oscar-win¬ 
ning star has enjoyed a rare period of peace 
away from the glare of publicity 

“Between films I just get on with my normal 
life,” says the 54-year-old, proudly. 

Washington, who has been married to wife 
Pauletta for 25 years and has four grown-up 
children, is clear on how he has achieved what 
many celebrities can only dream of - manag¬ 
ing to live his personal life in private and not 
splashed all over the tabloids. 

“My life is kind of regular, private and nor¬ 
mal,” he admits, with an unapologetic shrug. 

The sole reason for doing this interview is to 
promote his new nail-biting thriller, The 
Taking Of Pelham 123. 

In the remake of the 1974 movie, he plays 
Walter Garber, a New York City subway dis¬ 
patcher who gets caught in the middle of 
hostage negotiations during a subway hijacking. 

“After playing Frank Lucas in American 
Gangster, I wasn’t looking to play a big-time 
drug dealer next and that was my only criteria 
for this one,” he explains. 

The respected actor-director is almost 
unrecognisable because he had to pile on the 
pounds to play Walter, an opportunity he made 
the most of. 

“I had been heading that way and so I went 
with it and kept going,” Washington revealed. 

‘You just don’t exercise, eat late, have that 
burger, fries, shake and dessert, and you can 
get there really easy!” 

He adds: “I embraced it and really liked that

aspect of this character that made him human 
and normal, struggling with the same things 
we all struggle with.” 

The extra weight - combined with a recent 
operation - posed a few problems for the actor, 
especially during the running scenes. 

“I had just had knee surgery and it was 
heavily wrapped and the last thing the doctor 
said was, ‘Don’t do any running’,” he recalls. 


“When you see me run, that is 18 or 19 takes 
of me running really hard so that was chal¬ 
lenging because then your ego is involved and 
you are thinking, ‘I can’t be out here huffing 
and puffing and looking bad’, even though I’m 
overweight and had surgery” 

Washington, who was raised in New York but 
now lives in Los Angeles, admits he enjoyed 
returning to his home town for the shoot. 

“I’ve done a lot of movies in New York and to 
me, it was like home,” he reminisces. 

The Taking Of Pelham 123 teams 
Washington with John Travolta for their first 
on-screen adventure together. 

“I didn’t know him, but I’d met him before. It 
was an interesting relationship and interesting 
the way it developed, the way it did in the film.”

WHILE Iceland sucked in cash 
from hapless UK savers before its 
banks crashed it has also welcomed 
Britons surprised how cheap it is 
to visit there. 

Setting out from the capital of Reykjavik, 
less than a three-hour flight from the UK, I 
found that the city soon gives way to moss-cov¬ 
ered lava fields, snow-capped mountains and 
ever-changing glaciers, interspersed with geot¬ 
hermal pools, geysers and powerful waterfalls. 

Our driver Ragnar, who runs tours in a cus¬ 
tomised supeijeep, avoided the overcrowded 
tourist trails while taking in Iceland’s Golden 
Circle, a trio of the south coast’s highlights. 

The island’s precarious position on the Mid- 
Atlantic Ridge, where the North American and 
European tectonic plates meet, accounts for 
the almost entirely volcanic origin of its rocks. 
With the plates still moving, Iceland grows at 
about half an inch per year. The landscape, 
however, is unbelievably barren. 

Volcanic eruptions occur once every three to 
five years, but many are concealed by the 
island’s ice caps, which cover roughly 12 per cent 
of the country. 

As the land underfoot constantly changes, 
Iceland hosts a series of spouting hot springs 
heated deep underground, which erupt 
through fissures in the ground. 

At Strokkur (meaning ‘chum’), one of the 
most popular sites, jets of hot water shoot 100 
feet into the air every few minutes, drenching 
unsuspecting tourists, before being swallowed 
into the ground beneath once more. 

Just ten minutes of standing in rain and bit¬ 
ing wind - waiting for that elusive perfect pho¬ 
tograph of the geyser - left my frozen face. 


Waterproofs and warm clothes are a must, 
even in spring with temperatures about four 
degrees Celsius. 

Summertime in Iceland brings endless day¬ 
light and lush green panoramas broken only 
by the many colourful wild flowers. While the 
warmth nurtures nature back to vibrant life, 
the local calendar bulges with a myriad of 
events and activities. 

Geographically only slightly smaller than 
England, Iceland has a population of around 
300,000 - about the same as Coventry. 

While its unspoiled landscape provides a 
chance to escape from it all, your weekend will 
have its surreal moments. 

Sitting in a hot tub, looking out on Mt Hekla 
- one of Europe’s highest volcanoes - I saw the 
weather change from sunshine to snow to hail 
to rain and back again within 40 minutes or so. 


The hot tub in question was outside the 
Hotel Ranga, a countryside resort that wel¬ 
comes its guests with a ten-foot polar bear in 
the foyer and a gourmet restaurant serving 
smoked puffin, among other local delicacies. 

The south coast offers the prospect of some 
thrilling off-road driving. When we stepped 
from our supeijeep to see a glacier melting and 
retreating before us, no other soul was around. 

But for tranquillity and relaxation, you can’t 
beat the famous Blue Lagoon, a geothermal spa 
fed by the water output of a nearby power plant. 
Its water stays at about 30-40C, is rich in silica 
and is known for its positive effects on the skin. 

While I remain unconvinced that I will look 
young forever despite slapping all that white 
goo on my face, the waterfall offers an invigor¬ 
ating massage, taking you back to nature in a 
stunning setting amid craggy black lava.

Council tax hike feared 
for homes with a view 

HOMEOWNERS with properties hav¬ 
ing sea views or outlooks over rivers 
could end up paying more council tax, 
according to a national newspaper. 

A story in the Daily Telegraph says the 
country's 22 million homes are being val¬ 
ued for council tax purposes on a range 
of factors including views, proximity to 
parks or the peacefulness of the street on 
which they are located. 

The newspaper claims at least 100,000 
homes have already been identified for 
higher taxes on the basis of their views 
and the information is being used to 
‘code’ each property, which is expected to 
be used to set council tax after the next 
election. 

The story says there are growing fears 
that Labour will increase council tax for 
millions of middle-class homeowners if 
the party is re-elected. 

Every property in England is currently 
placed into one of eight council tax bands, 
depending on its value. 

These valuations are based on property 
prices of the early 1990s, long before the 
property market boom. 

Council tax bills for each band are then 
set by individual local authorities. 

A revaluation was due to be conducted 
in 2007, but was postponed until after 
the next election. The Government has 
consistently denied conducting a national 
council tax revaluation. 

The Valuation Agency, which rates prop¬ 
erties for council tax, said it was important 
to maintain an accurate database. 

Fall in average time it 
takes to sell a property 

HOUSE prices were unchanged in July 
for the third month running, housing 
market analyst Hometrack said, sug¬ 
gesting the slump in the property sector 
may finally have come to an end. 

Hometrack’s monthly survey has 
reported zero per cent changes to house 
prices in May, June and July, but the ana¬ 
lyst said it had seen some positive signs 
of an up-tum over the past four weeks. 

The number of new buyers registering 
with estate agents rose by 2.8 per cent 
last month, Hometrack said, while the 
average time on the market for a proper¬ 
ty before selling fell to nine weeks, from 
9.4 weeks in June. 

Just three per cent of postcodes nation¬ 
wide saw a decline in average prices, it 
added, while the typical buyer is now 
achieving a sale price of 91.5 per cent of 
their asking price.

GOOD housing news has emerged 
in recent days following the release 
of the latest figures for the proper¬ 
ty market. 

Property website Rightmove has reported a 
0.6 per cent rise in asking prices in July, taking 
the average vendor’s stated amount to £227,864. 

The property portal suggests that given 
June’s slight fall of 0.4 per cent, the UK hous¬ 
ing market could remain in a ‘steady state’ 
during the second half of 2009. 

However, experts are warning people not to 
get too carried away as they have introduced 
cautionary notes to a recent upsurge in values 
- while some forecasts say the market will not 
be frilly stable for three years. 

According to Rightmove, the best time to 
pick up a bargain may have passed already, 
with a ‘price undershoot’ at the end of 2008, 
that appears to have rectified itself this spring. 

The firm’s commercial director Miles 
Shipside said: “There is now clear evidence 
that there were some fire sale prices last win¬ 
ter, when a few brave buyers correctly called 
the bottom of the market.” 

Furthermore, buyer activity on Rightmove’s 
website has not seen the normal June and 
July tail-off, with the number of pages viewed 
remaining at 97 per cent of its spring high, 
compared to 79 per cent during the same peri¬ 
od of last year. 

July has also seen the number of new sellers 
at its highest so far this year, at 21,364. 

While the figure is still well below the his¬ 
toric norm of around 35,000, it represents a 20 
per cent increase on the same period of 2008. 


However, Mr Shipside added: “Many proper¬ 
ties sold so far this year have been empty 
and therefore their sellers have lower price 
expectations. 

“This new batch of more discretionary sellers 
will be under less financial pressure to negoti¬ 
ate, but must accept that their buyer will be 
looking to do a deal as much as they are.” 

But other predictions are not so optimistic. 

The National Institute of Economic and 
Social Research is predicting that the UK hous¬ 
ing market will only return to growth in 2012. 


The forecast, from Britain’s oldest independ¬ 
ent economic research body, says that recent 
reports of ‘green shoots’ are purely down to 
a lack of properties for sale and will be 
short-lived. 

With mortgage approvals for house buyers 
having plummeted 40 per cent on a year ago 
and showing a 65 per cent decline on pre-cred¬ 
it crisis days, the institute dismisses talk of 
house price stabilisation and recovery. 

It states it will be three years before the 
market returns to a buoyant level.

It will be pitched as “a conventional car 
for daily use, the family car for weekends 
and holidays and the adventurous vehi¬ 
cle for those with an active life style”. 



Audi launches practical 
yet stylish new number 

AUDI is effectively launching an A4 
hatchback, but billing it as a five-door 
version of the closely related A5 coupe. 

Furthermore, it will enjoy a sexier 
label than ‘hatchback’ when it arrives in 
October priced from £25,440 - Audi has 
applied the ‘Sportback’ suffix already 
used to glamorise the five-door A3. 

Industry watchers are now arguing 
whether it will attract new sales for Audi 
or simply cannibalise existing sales of 
the A4 saloon or its Avant estate sister - 
its boot capacity almost equals the latter.

Greener Mondeo aims 
to claw back its sector 


MARKET shorthand for the classic 
family car cum company motor 
continues to be 'Mondeo sector’. 

It underlines Ford’s decades of domination in 
that particular arena, but upmarket upstarts 
like the BMW 3-Series and Audi A4 carved 
lumps off in recent years and Vauxhall’s svelte 
new Insignia has outsold it so far this year. 

Perhaps Ford’s latest Mondeo model will stop 
the march of these rivals though, especially as 
it is also one of the greenest in the sector. 

It is the new six-speed 2.0-litre, 115PS 
(113bhp) Mondeo ECOnetic offering a poten¬ 
tial average of 54mpg and claimed 64mpg for 
motorway cruising, C02 emissions of just 
139g/km translating into Band E (£120/year) 
road tax and low benefit-in-kind taxation for 
company car user choosers. 

Priced from £20,795 it is sold in five-door 
hatch or estate form, both versions featuring 
familiar ‘eco’ aids including low-rolling resist¬ 
ance tyres, optimum gear change indicator 
and better aerodynamics, a rear spoiler and 
sports suspension to lower the car. 

And while the ECOnetic is intended to be

is an austerity model. Add-ons include dual¬ 
zone automatic temperature control, 
Bluetooth connectivity with voice control for 
the phone and sound system, cruise control, 
seven airbags and heated front windscreen. 

The new engine option supplements the 
existing 1.8-litre, 125PS (123bhp) Mondeo 
ECOnetic, but feels a lot smoother and should 
help Ford boost its eco-friendly sub-brand this 
year - more Mondeo customers bought an 
ECOnetic in the first five months of2009, than 
throughout 2008. 

The well-spaced six-speed change feels slick 
and underpins the Mondeo driving experience.

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Parnell aims to repay Kent with Twenty20 glory

WAYNE Parnell hopes to repay the faith Kent 
have shown in him by guiding the Spitfires 
to their second Twenty20 Cup triumph later 
this month. 

The 20-year-old South African all-rounder 
has been cleared to play for the Spitfires at 
Twenty20 finals day on August 15, after suc¬ 
cessful discussions with Cricket South Africa 
led by Kent director of cricket Graham Ford. 

Parnell, who took two wickets in the 56-run 
quarter-final victory against Durham Dynamos 
last Monday, will return to South Africa after 
Kent’s Championship game against 
Derbyshire, which ended on Monday. 


The impressive left-arm fast bowler, who is in 
his second stint at Canterbury this summer, is 
excited by the chance to feature at the 
Edgbaston Twenty20 finals day and is deter¬ 
mined to help the Spitfires lift the trophy for a 
second time. 

He said: “The fact Kent have asked me back 
again is really promising, we’ve built up a good 
relationship and I hope I can repay them by 
doing well for them again at finals day. 

“I’m really happy and I’m pretty chuffed 
about the fact I will be playing at finals day. 


“I have done pretty well since I have been at 
Kent in two different stints now and I am hop¬ 
ing to continue with that. 

“Hopefully I can finish the day off and my 
time at Kent off with a trophy.” 

After a stunning performance with the ball 
on Monday last week in front of the biggest 
crowd at Canterbury’s St Lawrence Ground 
since 1993, Parnell is eagerly anticipating 
another chance to impress in front of packed 
stands at Edgbaston. 

He said: “The boys have told me it’s the most 
amazing day so I am looking forward to it very 
much.” 


Feriey back in action 
after knee surgery 

AFTER two months out with a tom 
muscle on his right knee, bowler Rob 
Feriey made a return to action last week. 

The left-arm spinner, 27, has had a 
stop start beginning to his second spell 
at the club after injury limited his pre¬ 
season preparations. 

Feriey then suffered a small tear on his 
knee which required surgery. 

The injury took longer to heal than 
expected and he made a return a second 
XI game last week. 

The spinner, who re-signed for Kent 
from Nottinghamshire in the winter, 
played in the second team’s draw with 
Gloucestershire at Cheltenham and is 
expected to step up his workload against 
Somerset at Beckenham this week.

Kent return too good to 
turn down, says Farbrace 


FORMER Kent wicketkeeper Paul 
Farbrace turned down an extension 
to his contract as Sri Lanka’s assis¬ 
tant coach to return to the county. 

The 42-year-old replaces director of cricket 
Graham Ford, who has chosen not to return to 
Kent when his contract expires at the end of 
the season. 

Farbrace, who takes over as head coach at 
Canterbury officially next season but will be 
with the squad from September 1, told this 
newspaper that a chance to be a first-team 
coach was too good an opportunity to turn 
down. 

“They tried to make an attractive offer to 
keep me in Sri Lanka but for me the opportuni¬ 
ty to be a first-team coach was too much, 
together with the lure of what Kent has to offer 
and to work with coaches at the club that I have 
previously,” he said. 

“It may look strange that I have come out of 
international cricket to go into county cricket, 
but it was all about making the right decision 
to help my career.”

Although Ford departs at the end of the sea¬ 
son to take over as head coach of South African 
state side Nashua Dolphins, Kent are opti¬ 
mistic the 48-year-old will still be available dur¬ 
ing the county season on a consultancy basis. 

Having worked under Ford as director of 
Kent’s Academy for two summers, Farbrace is 
eager to call on the experienced South African 
as and when he can. 

“Graham Ford is a good man and I am glad 
that he is going to continue working with us,” 
he said. “When I needed to make a decision 
about going to Sri Lanka he really helped and 
has been like a mentor to me. A big plus about 
this job is I will get to tap into his experience.” 

Farbrace, who was approached to take over at 
St Lawrence while he was in England with the 
Sri Lanka team during the ICC World 
Twenty20 in June, will join up with the squad 
next month. 


He said: “It will be an opportunity to meet the 
players, take a look at the club’s Academy young¬ 
sters and second-team players and decide if the 
squad needs strengthening for next summer.” 

The club are known to have put 28-day 
approaches in to speak to Leicestershire all- 
rounder Jim Allenby, Warwickshire bowler 
Naqaash Tahir and Worcestershire seamer 
Chris Whelan. The new head coach will have an 
input as to who will be arriving and departing 
after the summer. 

He said: “I have been talking with Simon 
Willis and Graham Ford about players and 
have done for the past couple of weeks, and we 
have also talked about certain members of the 
playing staff. 

“I will be involved with both of them seeing 
where we are at, who we need to bring in and if 
there any other areas in the club that need 
strengthening.” 

The new coaching structure at the club will 
see coach Simon Willis take up a new role as 
cricket operations and talent development 
manager, which means he will manage the 
county’s second XI and help nurture more 
young players into the first-team.

Luchford can't

WITH the World Superbike season 
entering a five-week break, Shane 
Byrne is already preparing for the 
challenge of facing the notorious 
Nurburgring next month. 

The summer has seen a turn in the 
Sheppey rider’s fortunes after a num¬ 
ber of strong results saw him surge 
into the top ten of the riders’ standings. 

The 33-year-old continued his run 
of form with two top-ten finishes last 
time out at the Brno circuit in the 
Czech Republic. 

The fourth and eighth-place finishes 
moved Byrne up to eighth in the 
championship. 

However, with a new circuit to 
learn in the shape of the historic 
German track in the next round, 
Byrne will be use his time off to pre¬ 


pare himself for his Nurburgring bow. 

He said: “I’m really looking forward 
to the break. It gives me plenty of time 
to train and prepare myself for the 
Nurburgring, which is going to be 
interesting. 

“I’ve never even seen the place and 
it’s not on the SBK 09 computer game 
either, so that’s going to be an interest¬ 
ing one. 

‘When you sit down and think 
about it there are literally four rounds 
left and that’s it, the season is over. I 
can’t believe how quick it’s gone. 

We’ve got Germany, then Imola, 
which we had a pretty good test at, so 
that should be okay. We finish with 
one of my favourites, Portimao in 
Portugal, which should be good - I 
can’t wait for that one.” 

Byrne is back in World Superbike 
action for round 11 of the champi¬ 
onship on September 6.
